One of the most valuable recent 
contributions to economic literature 
is a modest volume by that able and 
popular writer, 
Dr. 
Frederick 
C. 
Howe, entitled “Denmark, A Co-op­ 
erative Commonwealth.” 
It is said 
of it that it is “the first book to in­ 
terpret for America the remarkable 
progress made by Denmark in scien­ 
tific agriculture, in organized co-op­ 
eration, in education and in politics. 
The Danish Parliament and Ministry 
have been controlled by farmers for 
the greater part of a generation and 
this has resulted in the most advanced 
legislation for the promotion of agri­ 
cultural interests of any country in 
the world. One person out of every 
two in Denmark is connected with 
some co-operative enterprise.” 
It goes without saying, then, that 
in Denmark can be found much by 
way of salutary example for those 
who would contribute to the making 
of a better, more prosperous and 
happier rural America. Dr. Howe has 
found these lessons and in a very con­ 
cise and 
clear-cut 
way interprets 
them to his American readers. 
Let us hear the author in his own 
language: 


“Denmark seems to me to be quite 
the most valuable political exhibit in 
the modern world. * * * Denmark 
is one of the few countries in the 
world 
that 
is 
using 
its 
political 
agencies in an intelligent, conscious 
way for the promotion of the eco­ 
nomic well being, the comfort and 
the cultural life of the people. * * * 
Denmark shows that the state can 
control the distribution of wealth and 
increase its production as well. It can 
destroy monopoly and privileges of 
all kinds. It can make it possible for 
all people to live easily and comfort­ 
ably. * * * Denmark has raised the 
standard of intelligence to a 
high 
point. It has abolished illiteracy. Most 
important of all, it has ushered in a 
society in which equality of oppor­ 
tunity is not far from an accomplish­ 
ed fact. Denmark also demonstrated 
that agriculture can be made an al­ 
luring as well as a profitable profes­ 
sion 
* * * For over a generation 
Denmark has been working out plans 
for converting the tenant into a home 
owner. 
This probably explains the 
other achievements of the country. 
This lies back of the educational pro­ 
gram as well as the universal spirit 
of co-operation that prevails. 
The 
culture of Denmark is * * * a culture 
not of a few people but of the whole 
nation. * * * Denmark demonstrates 
too, that democracy levels up. * * * 
Ko country in Europe spends so large 
a part of its budget on education, on 
social agencies, on cultural things. * 
And no people as a whole are so 
eager for lectures, for purely intel­ 
lectual enjoyments, as are the Danes. 
* Co-operation is the thing for 
which Denmark is widely known. And 
co-operation pervades everything. * 
* Every second family in Denmark 
is connected with (me or more of the 
co-operative societies, while the aver* 
fai mer is a member of from three 
to ten such organizations. * * * This 
movement of the farmers has ended 
the duality that 
prevails 
in 
other 
Countries. It has put an end to the 
artificiality of a political state gov­ 
erned by lawyers, land owners or a 
privileged 
class, 
and an economic 
state separate and detached from the 


+ 
cvonuiniL- arni po litical sta te a re 
m e rg e d 
What an accomplishment is ail this; 
what lessons in achievement for this 
country— puffed up with its self-es­ 
teem— to emulate! 
Again, hear the author in refer­ 
ence to the American farmer by way 
of contrast. 
He says: 


“Agriculture in Ameria waits on 
an economic program that will make 
the farmer self-contained, that will 
enable him to control his own life, 
his politics, his banks, his markets, 
his means of distribution. 
And it is 
probable that the struggle 
in 
this 
country will be far more bitter than 
it was in Denmark, for the exploiting 
agencies with us are far more power­ 
fully organized; they have a stronger 
strangle-hold on politics, the 
press 
and on our industrial life than they 
did in little Denmark a generation 
ago.. 


“The farmer is the Cinderella of 
politics. 
He is the prey of the spec­ 
ulator and the exploiter. 
He is a 
free man in theory, but in practice 
he is preyed upon by innumerable 
agencies that live upon his efforts. 
In the middle west, especially, the 
farmer works for the speculator and 
the middleman. 
He has been reduc­ 
ed to something like serfdom that 
differs more in the methods employ­ 
ed than in the fact itself.” 
Then he would point the way out 
by citing Denmark. 


“The 
experience 
of 
Denmark 
shows that a state must own many 
things and do many things in order 
that the people may bo free. * * * 
Industrial freedom involves a certain 
amount of state control or co-opera­ 
tive control in order that other liber­ 
ties 
may 
be 
enjoyed. 
And 
only 
through 
such 
co-operative 
action, 
either voluntary action of the indi­ 
vidual or political action through the 
state, can the producing groups so 
control their economic life as to es­ 
cape from the 
exploiting agencies 
that have risen 
to such power in 
America.” 
But enough. 
You should read the 
book and ponder its teachings. 
It 
is sold by the publishers, Harcourt, 
Brace and Company, New York, at 
$2.00 the volume.

FEED THE WORK HORSE. 


The next few months, says the 
Extension Service Farm News, is a 
season when Texas horses and mules 
will do their hardest work. 
This is 
also a season of short feed supply of 
satisfactory nature. 
On account of 
a variety of feed stuff on many farms 
the work horses and mules are likely 
to suffer on account of an unbalanced 
ration. 
Most horses will be fed on 
either milo, kafir, corn or feterita. 
I hese are substantial and strength­ 
ening, hut when fed alone are in­ 
clined to he heating and fattening 
while they lack the elements which 
rebuild hone and muscle. 
Oats and 
wheat bran 
are 
very 
satisfactory 
from the standpoint of bone and 
muscle leeds. 
Johnson grass, Sudan 
grass and Sorghum belong to that 
class of hays which produce largely 
energy and fat, while cowpeas, pea­ 
nuts and alfalfa, Bermuda grass, are 
hays and belong to the muscle and 
bone building elements. 


For the hest results as well as the 
most economical, horses and mules 


su ch aa corn or m ilo a r e a v a ila b le , 
th e m u s c le p r o d u c i n g h a y s, a lf a lf a , 
cowpeas and peanuts should be fed; 
while oats and bran are f e d , such as 
Sudan grass, sorghum 
or Johnson 
grass can be used to balance the ra­ 
tion. 
If only the fattening grains 
and hays are available, the muscle 
building element may be had by feed­ 
ing a handful or two of cottonseed 
meal at each 
feed. 
Hard 
worked 
horses eat more hay and less grain 
while mules will eat more hay than 
horses.

nterest in your new publication, “State Rights 
Farming, 
I am sending you these few lines for the first issue: 
I he general outlook for agriculture in the State this year is not 
bright. 
I he late freeze in March killed many early crops. 
The 
heavy rains in ( entrai, East and South Texas destroyed many field 
crops, which had to be 
planted again, which has made them very 
late. 
The wheat crop in West Texas and the Panhandle is very 
short, because of drouth last fall, causing a bad stand of gram', 
and in many places no wheat at all. 
Other crops in the West are looking well, and there is a general 
improvement in crop conditions during the last ten days. 
It does not now seem possible to make a big corn crop or a big 
cotton crop this year, though the cotton acreage has been increased. 
Some vegetable crops have already been marketed. The Cabbage 
crop 
of the Lower Rio Grande Valley has been marketed, and a 
total 
of 3380 cars were shipped from that section. 
The price was 
very low, and unpi .titable to the growers. 
I he onion crop o; the Laredo district and adjoining counties has 
been shipped. 
The total num ber of cars for Laredo and Upper 
district was ilSfi u> to May 20th. 
The price was very good, and 
many of the growers made some money. 
I he Elberta peach crop of E a st Texas was killed. 
The tomato crop is now being marketed, and the crop will be a 
little above the average. 
The first car sold at Jacksonville for 
$2.35 per tour basket crate. 
This is rn fine price but will not hold 
up, and before the season is over the price may be below' the cost 
of production. 
I ar ruers must receive cost and a profit or they will 
fail, and when they fail every other industry' must fail.

There are two kinds of waste suf­ 
fered when grain stubble is allowed 
to lie idle. 
There is a production 
loss from the farm income of what 
the idle land might be made to pro­ 
duce. 
Then there is a loss in soil 
fertility.

cultural thinkers of today are firmly 
of the opinion that the loss of soil 
fertility and the consequent decline 
in productiveness incident to allow­ 
ing the soil to lie barren in the hot 
sun of our Texas summers totals an 
appalling amount.

They explain It this way: The heat 
of the sun hastens the oxidization of 
the vegetable mailer in the soil. This 
lessens the humus supply, releases 
much of the soil’s organic nitrogen, 
reduces the water-holding capacity of 
the soil and thereby lessens the mois­ 
ture content. 
This makes the soil 
l**ss congenial to the soil bacteria 
whose presence is essential to the 
complex chemical changes that are 
necessary for the best production of 
crops. 
Too long p-.rsisted in the soil 
becomes lifeless, sterile and non- pro­ 
ductive. 
For the sake, therefore, of 
maintaining soil fertility the grain 
stubble should be promptly planted 
to some follow-up crop— even if it 
be only a cover crop. 
• * • 
But fortunately, one of the best 
crops to plant on grain stubble is at 
the same time one of the most profi­ 
table crops to plant. We refer to the 
legume family'. Different varieties of 
this plant are better adapted to differ­ 
ent soils and climates, but some va­ 
riety will be found suitable for al­ 
most every condition. 
Where rain­ 
fall is sufficient, cowpeas can scarcely 
he beaten. 
In drier areas the Tepary 
bean has been found valuable while 
soy beans are good most anywhere 
on heavy or tight land. 
* * • 
According to J. C. Stephens, or­ 
chard and nursery inspector for the 
State Department of Agriculture, the 
F.lberta peach crop is again short in 
East Texas. 
This is due to the frost 
from March I to 3 killing the buds. 
the Elberta crop is expected to not 
exceed IO per cent of a normal crop 
w hile such early varieties as the Vic­ 
tor and the Arp Beauty showed but 
little damage from the freeze. 
It 
is a noticeable peculiarity about the 
peach that the tate varieties bloom 
earliest and are most often caught 
by late frosts.
